It is 
bad enough to carry 140 pounds on 
two feet in deep snow. Figure lor 
yourself what it would be like to 
quintuple the poundage even though 
it is distributed over double the 
human allowance of footage. 

This genial idea was put into prac¬ 
tice by Walter J. Nixon member of 
the Council of the Trail Riders of the 
Canadian Rockies and it was found to 
work out quite well. In the particu¬ 
lar instance shown in the cuts, the 
task was to break the trail through 
deep snows to the Phoenix mine in 
British Columbia and this onerous 
task would have been impossible 
without some such device as the one 
depicted. 

The idea of the Trail Riders Order 
came into being one rainy day last 
summer on a bed of white heather 
under a tent in the Canadian Rockies j 
about 7,000 feet above sea level. 
There were present or nearby about 
28 saddle or pack horses and 14 trail 
riders who had ridden or fished along 
the Kootenay from the Crossing to 
the river’s unmapped source in War- 
field Basin and had landed on the 
plateau beside Tumbling Glacier at 
the head of the Wolverine Pass.

The 
trail to be used calls at the Vermilion 
Paint Pots, climbs up Tumbling 
Creek to the Wolverine Plateau 
where it connects with a new trail 
over the High Alps east of Helmit and 
Goodsir, and after dropping down to 
Goodsir Creek rises again alongside 
McArthur Pass to Lake O’Hara and 
so to Wapta. This route traverses 
some of the most spectacular scenery 
in the world. 

Membership in the Order of the 
Trail Riders of the Canadian Rockies 
has increased greatly in the first year 
of its formation. At the August Pow- 
Wow there should be nearer a 
thousand than the 200 odd partici¬ 
pants in the function last year.

Here and There 


Agents specializing in Irish busi¬ 
ness in Canada and the United 
States look for a big boom in steam¬ 
ship passenger traffic, according to 
reports received from steamship 
companies. The present outlook is 
said to be for the highest level of 
emigration to Canada since the war. 


Sir William S. Glyn-Jones, Secre¬ 
tary of the British Pharmaceutical 
Society, is touring Canada under the 
auspices of the Canadian Pharma¬ 
ceutical Association with a view to 
explaining the workings of the Pro¬ 
prietary Articles Trade Association 
of Great Britain. He is opposed to 
“cut-rate” methods of selling drugs. 


With 3,600,000 milch cows, 300,000 
dairy farmers, 1,500 creameries and 
many thousand cheese factories, 
Canadians are the greatest butter 
eaters in the world with an annual 
average per capita consumption in 
1923 of 27.43 pounds, according to 
D , Arcy Scott, secretary and treas¬ 
urer of the National Dairy Council 
of Canada. 


The shield taken from the gates 
of Quebec City when the Ancient 
Capital was taken in 1759 and which 
was donated to the City of Hastings 
by one of the conquerors, General 
Murray, will be returned to Quebec 
after an interval of 165 years. Lord 
Willingdon, First Viscount Ratton, 
will be the special emissary who will 
bring the Shield back to Canada. 


Salmon-fishing in the Eastern 
Townships of Quebec will be one of 
the attractions of that region when 
the Gaspe salmon eggs brought to 
the provincial government hatcheries 
at Lake Memphremagog are de¬ 
veloped. A number of trays packed 
in ice and holding some thousands 
of eggs recently passed through the 
Canadian Pacific Railway warehouse 
on the Montreal Windsor Station for 
St. Paulin and Mont Tremblant. 


Miss P. Carlisle, an English 
authoress of repute, who recently 
took up ranching near Calgary, has 
become so enthusiastic about the 
West that she is planning to bring 
out girls from the Old Country to 
follow her example. She found 
plenty of them willing to try out 
this plan. She herself harvested 
7,000 bushels last year from the 250 
acres under wheat on her 800 acre 
ranch.

WHAT IS A TON ? 


People s>otaietimes talk about 
ships “weighing” so many tons, 
with the mistaken idea that a ton 
of ship is mtadh the same as a ton 
of coal 

A ship’s tonnage has nothing to 
with tons of weight. 

Henry VII. introduced the Na¬ 
vigation Act, the first of its kind, 
b|y which he prohibited the im- 
polrtation into England of Bord- 
eanux wine in any vessels except 
tjhose owned by his lieges. 

There was much tirade in those 
days between England and Bord¬ 
eaux, which had once been an 
English possession, and wine was 
the principal commodity carried. 
It came in huge barrels called 
tuns. 

Ever since then English ships 
have been measured by tunnage 
—or, as we now call it, tonnage— 
capacity, that is to say the num¬ 
ber of barrels of Boirideaux wine 
which they could store in their 
holds. The unit has been adopt¬ 
ed by all the navies and the mer¬ 
chant fleets of the world, and re¬ 
presents measurement, not weight
